New Orleans’ fear that the census 
returns, which give that city a popu¬ 
lation of 339,075, will have an unfav¬ 
orable effect on its prospects of secur¬ 
ing the Panama expositiou may not be 
entirely without reason, but, in the 
opinion of the Portland Oregonian, the 
slow growth of the Southern city will 
not be the greatest handicap to the 
realization of its ambition to win the 
exposition fight. The Oregonian says: 

“It is not at all clear why the dif¬ 
ference between what New Orleans ex¬ 
pected and what she received in the 
way of Government census figures 
should materially affect the status of 
the exposition. New Orleans has other 
and more weighty factors to contend 
with in this contest for the exposition 
honors. So far as the matter ha3 
progressed, it would seem that the 
Southern city could not be assured of 
more than one-half the amount of 
financial support that is already guar¬ 
anteed the San Francisco exposition. 
On the Pacific Coast every large city 
within a thousand miles of San Fran¬ 
cisco is working harmoniously with the 
California metropolis to secure the 
celebration of the big event on this 
Coast. 

“New Orleans may have some out¬ 
side support, but it does not approach 
in volume that which is accorded San 
Francisco. The amount of money 
pledged for the San Francisco expo¬ 
sition is so great that it would be un¬ 
reasonable to expect the Government 
to add enough to the New Orleans fund 
to make the Louisiana affair approxi¬ 
mate in importance the one which will 
be held on this Coast. With California 
holding a celebration which in every 
respect would outshine the one held in 
New Orleans, it would be idle to pre¬ 
sume that the Government would with¬ 
hold its sanction and support from the 
greater exposition in favor of the 
smaller one. The New Orleans Picay¬ 
une takes Interstate Commerce Com 
missioner Lane to task for advising 
the Californians to proceed with their 
big show irrespective of what Congress 
may do and seems to think that, if the 
Government withholds its financial 
support from the enterprise it will also 
withhold its official sanction. This is 
hardly probable. 

“The exposition at San Francisco 
will be held in honor of the greatest 
industrial and commercial project that 
the world has ever undertaken. It will 
have back of it the credit and integrity 
of the State and the indorsement of 
the entire region west of the Rocky 
Mountains. An enterprise of such a 
colossal nature favored by so large a 
number of people cannot well be ig¬ 
nored by the Government. The magni¬ 
tude of the affair made possible by the 
generous support given it will compel 
Government recognition. The Panama 
Canal Exposition should be held at San 
Francisco because no other port that 
is in any manner eligible for the honor 
can muster anywhere near the support 
that will be given the affair if it is 
held on the Pacific Coast. If the Gov¬ 
ernment should discriminate and lend 
support to a smaller affair at New Or¬ 
leans, the Western exposition would 
still prove a more attractive project for 
both American and foreigners.” 


In California on one tnmg, viz.: rne 
place of holding the 1915 Exposition 
in celebration of opening the Panama 
Canal. From San Diego to Siskiyou 
the cry is San Francisco. San Fran¬ 
cisco's only opponent is New Orleans. 
But New Orleans Is no weak sister. 
She has the Mississippi Valley States 
pulling for her, and the Pacific Coast 
States must put up a strong fight to 
win. With San Francisco’s offer of 
financial assistance properly placed 
before the Legislature in extra ses¬ 
sion, a proposition to bond the State 
for $5,000,000 will go to and will be 
endorsed by the people in November. 
The fight up to this point so gallantly 
made for this exposition must not be 
lost—Napa Register. 


A Lively Contest. 

San Francisco and New Orleans are 
engaged in a lively contest for the pro¬ 
posed Panama - Pacific International 
Exposition of 1915. The California 
Legislature was convened in special 
session to authorize $10,000,000 for the 
enterprise. The citizens of San Fran¬ 
cisco have raised $7,500,000 on the 
side, giving them a total of $17,500,000 
to bid, with more in sight if necessary. 
New Orleans has up to date secured 
pledges for but $7,850,000 to finance 
the exposition. Both cities are putting 
up a good fight and it demonstrates 
the remarkable civic spirit of both. 
May the best man win. — Pittsburg 
Post. 


In acting promptly and as a unit the 
citizens of San Francisco and the peo¬ 
ple of California show the energy and 
spirit which would naturally entitle 
them to the award of an exposition of 
progress such as that of 1915 promises 
to be.—Spokesman-Review. 


No Denying San Francisco. 

San Francisco has gone after the 
proposed Panama exposition with cus¬ 
tomary extravagance. The Legislature 
has authorized a special State tax to 
raise $5,000,000 for the purpose and a 
special bond issue in San Francisco to 
raise another $5,000,000. Private sub¬ 
scriptions amount to $7,500,000. There 
can be no denying a city which wants 
an exposition so badly as that.—Buf¬ 
falo Express. 


Gloom in New Orleans. 

It is said that New Orleans Is 
gloomy over the census figures, as 
these may tend to injure her chances 
for the Panama exposition. She need 
not worry so much over the census re¬ 
turns as over San Francisco’s post¬ 
card campaign, which is to be launched 
in a few days.—San Jose Times.

An attempt to assassinate Prince 
Tsai Suun, head of the Imperial 
Chinese Naval Commission •'d the 
United States, as he left his Special 
train at the Oakland mole on Thurs¬ 
day, was frustrated by the quick wit 
and vigilance of Secret Service Agent 
Harry M. Moffitt and Detective Ser¬ 
geant George McMahon, who arrested 
George Fong, a native-born Chinese 
and member of the Young China party, 
in the act of drawing off his glove to 
pull a loaded revolver from his pocket. 

Fong was among the large crowd 
which lined the station platform to 
greet the Prince, and but for the fact 
that the train failed to stop at th$ 
usual place in the train shed he would 
probably have been successful in his 
purpose. 

Moffitt had been previously warned 
that an attempt might be made on the 
life of the distinguished visitor and 
was on the lookout, Fong having been 
pointed out to him as a leading mem¬ 
ber of the Young China party in San 
Francisco and a suspicious character. 
As the huge engine passed the spot 
where it would usually stop. Fong ran 
with the crowd in an effort to be on 
the ground when the Prince landed, 
and while feverishly pulling off his 
gloves so as to have free action was 
seized by Moffitt and McMahon and 
hustled on a ferry-boat, while the 
Prince and his party were escorted 
tc the naval tug Unadilla, totally igno¬ 
rant of any untoward happening. In 
fact, the arrest was made so quietly 
thta no one in the large crowd, either 
with the Prince or among the large 
number of persons who were present, 
was aware of it.

The report shows that 
in the whole country there is less than 
half a crop this season, the percentage 
being 46.8. 

President Taft has pardoned Edward

DEVELOPMENT BOARD 
PROGRESS BULLETIN 

The following bulletin is prepared 
by the statistical bureau of the Cali¬ 
fornia development board, based on re¬ 
ports from various counties covering 
almost every section of the state: 

Information received fully justifies 
earlier prognostications and estimates 
made as to conditions and outlook for 
the season. 

September rains, unusual in the 
state at the time of the jear, did no 
general damage, as the timely warn¬ 
ings of the weather bureau gave op¬ 
portunity for protective measures. 
Beans, figs and grapes were somewhat 
afiected in some localities. 

Deciduous fruit shipments have kept 
up well, and increased facilities for 
transportation have worked favorably 
for growers. 

Drying and canning have continued 
active, with a good demand for fin¬ 
ished products. 

Citrus fruits promise well, and prep¬ 
arations are already being made for 
handling the large crop of next season 
(1910-11). 

Field vegetables have given satisfac¬ 
tory returns. Sugar beets are yielding 
well. 

Grain crops in many sections were 
beyond normal storage capacity. 

General industrial conditions are 
good. Oil and mining developments 
are reasonably active. New industries 
are being inaugurated, both in San 
Francisco and throughout the state. 
Construction, both public and private, 
in San Francisco continues quite ac¬ 
tive. 

A project is on foot for the acquisi¬ 
tion of an extensive body of iron ore 
land in Riverside county and the es¬ 
tablishment of a large steel plant on 
the southern coast. 

Results of the season’s experiments 
with cotton in the Imperial valley; 
rice, hemp and broom corn, in the Sac¬ 
ramento valley, and tobacco in the 
San Joaquin valley, promise the addi¬ 
tion of these desirable industries on a 
fairly extensive scale, to those already 
established in the state. 

New tracts of land are being pre¬ 


pared for irrigation and colonization, 
and the influx of home-seekers prom¬ 
ises to be large during the approaching 
winter season.
